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The Honorable Glenn Malcolm Anderson tells how it 
was, and is, with motorcycles, people and politics. 
By Charles Clayton 

"I made money racing motorcycles," the U.S. 
Representative from the 42nd Congressional District 
admits, gazing at the mid-distance with his powerful 
blue eyes, the eyes of a competitive creature, a racer's 
eyes. The congressman is relating the story of his 
youthful involvement in the action-packed world of 
short track, what we now call Speedway. “I made 
money and brought it home,” Glenn M. Anderson, 
then known as Glenn Malcolm, emphasized. “I didn’t 
go out and blow it, like most of the riders did.” 

Glenn Anderson was born in the bottom of a 
national depression. “It’s hard to understand what a 
depression is like unless. you’ve lived through one.” 
He graduated from Inglewood, Calif., High in June of 
1931 and couldn’t get a job until Christmas, then 
only as a temporary messenger for two weeks during 
the rush. “The lowest messenger job was on foot,” he 
explains. Next highest were the guys on bicycles and 
the best jobs of all were the motorcycle messengers.” 
Glenn owned a bicycle and the company liked him, 
so they kept him on after the Christmas season and 
he worked his way up. Soon he purchased a Super-X 
for $60 and won a promotion to the elite corps of 
motorcycle messengers. 

Meanwhile young Anderson had become somewhat 
of a nuisance to the local fuzz. As a messenger his 
mission was to get the message delivered fast and not 
get caught. If this entailed losing the local motorbike 
patrolman on some of the cross-country terrain that 
connected parts of Los Angeles before the whole 
county got paved, it couldn’t be helped. 

Police were different back then. Three of the local 
cops happened to be fans of the then-popular short 
track racing. They reasoned that talent like young 
Anderson’s should have a better outlet than 
unsanctioned races with the black and white. They 
laid out a 1/5 mile track on a baseball diamond, as

was the custom then, and invited him there to 
practice. Soon the three cops and the young speedster 
were convinced that the kids was good enough to 
enter the races. 

"I'd never seen an actual race until after I signed 
up that first night," sayds Anderson, his eyes going 
wide with recollected fear. “They were going through 
turns leaning on each other’s knees! But I was 
committed, so I went through with it. I never became 
a top line rider like Lammy Lamroreaux or the Milne 
brothers. I was better as a manager than as a racer.” 
He bought two new Crocker short track racers from 
the Los Angeles factory and sponsored Sid Chambers 
and Manuel Trujillo on them. 

Anderson soon quit his messenger job and opened 
a one-pump gas station in Hawthorne with his 
winnings. His mother manned the pumps whenever 
Glenn was off racing, driving an old Buick with the 
Crocker bikes in the spare tirewells as much as seven 
times a week. He maintained the bikes at the station 
and invested his winnings in = business His 
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The Honorable Glar Anderson аттата his iSy style. 


reputation as a racer brought him a lot of tune-up and 
repair work — cars as well as cycles. Soon he had a 
thriving, 24-hour gas station, auto parts and repair 
service going. Meanwhile a new device had appeared 
on the mcum tracks as an “added attraction.’ 






Powered a Drake engine built on an old 
Harley-Davidson lower end, the thing had four 
wheels, like a midget-ssize race car. Nobody could see 
any future for the “Drake Shakers,” or “midgets” as 
they came to be called. But the days of short track in 
America were numbered. 

“Audiences could identify with four-wheeled 
racers, where they had nothing in common with the 
motorcycles,” Anderson explains. Crowds diminished 
and speedway tracks folded as the midgets began to 
rule. 

Finally a promoter put together a series in 
Australia for the hungry speedway stars and 
Anderson decided to hang it up. “I wasn’t hungry 
enough,” he explains; he had a going business to tend. 

In the final years of the depression things went 
extremely well for young Anderson. He became 
famed as a mechanical diagnostician who could tell 
what an engine needed just by listening to it run. He 
had three truck distributing products to service 
stations in the area and he took on a couple of car

dealerships — all before his 25th birthday. 

During this time some friends persuaded him to 
run for city council, much in the same way his 
policemen friends had set him up for motorcycle 
racing. Anderson ran, and was defeated by 18 votes. 
His competitive spirit was aroused. Next time he ran, 
he was elected overwhelmingly, and the City Council 
followed the mandate by naming him Mayor. At 25 
years of age, Glenn M. Anderson had become the 


youngest mayor in the world. 
Having a business that ran itself and a devotion to 
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public service, Anderson next tried for a State office 
and was defeated. Out of a job with a long time 
before election, Anderson didn’t know what to do. 


“Why - don't you run for the Democratic 
Committee?” a friend suggested. Anderson didn’t 
know what that was, but was elected anyway and 
found himself on the inside of Democratic Party 
politics. He was elected to the state Assembly in the 
following election, but by this time World War II was 
in full swing. He gave up his legislator’s deferment 
and enlisted as an Army Private, selling his business at 
a loss. 

That, except for the recent purchase of a couple of 
Honda Trail 90’s, was the last time that the world of 
motorcycling touched the world of Glenn Anderson. 
Today, he seems both proud and apologetic for the 
role motorcycling played in his past. I asked him 
about this apparent dichotomy. He was thoughtful 
for a moment before he answered. “In the realm of 


public relations,” he replied, “motorcycle people 
have somehow missed... This is something we will 
have to cure ourselves,’ "he said. “You need to identify 
the doing of good things with motorcycle people.” 

The Congressman is aware of the need for places to 
ride. “This is a big country,” he points out. “There is 
still plenty of room for every need." He has worked 
on obtaining Camp Irwin in the Mojave Desert from 
the federal government for an off-road recreation 
park. "But I don't want to be identified in the 
conservative community that I serve as a spokesman 
for Hells Angels and the like," he cautioned. His 
family is not proud of his motorcycle racing 
background, either. 

Pressed for suggestions how we can “cure” 
ourselves of this poisonous public image, the 
Congressman leafed through a copy of Cycle News 
that I had given him. ‘Well here’s what I mean. 
Everything here says ‘action, excitement.” Why 
don’t you do a special edition showing motorcycling 
in a setting of more repose? Get in the press by 
community service — always volunteer to help. 
Participate in parades, community cleanup 
campaigns. When there is a Republican or Democratic 
Party convention, appear and tell motorcycling's side 
of it. Volunteer to help in community projects...not 
just as citizens, but as motorcycle enthusiasts. Join 
service clubs like the Lions and Kiwanis. This is what 





your opposition does; you'll have to do it too.” 

I mentioned that. many motorcyclists do 
participate in community and church activities and 
do all these things, but seldom let it be known that 
they like motorcycles. Dealers and distributor 
personnel say they are in the “motor” business when 
pressed for what they do, as if ashamed of it. The 
Congressman reckoned that was probably so. “I know 
every automobile dealer in my district by name,” he 
remarked. “See them all the time. I’ve only met one 
motorcycle dealer and I can’t recall his name just 


now.”

I have just returned from the May

I informed them that I intended to 
report it to the AMA. The official in 
charge said "go ahead". The details are 
as follows: 

It was the 2nd 25 minute heat of the 
250cc Novice class 1st division. Most of 
the riders are accustomed to a flagman 
starting the race, however, today they 
were using starting lights. The riders 
were lined up, motors racing, ready to 
start. The amber light flashed signaling 
to get ready. Fifteen to twenty riders 
took off, at which point some riders 
realizing they had "jumped the gun" 
started to back up, still others started to 
turn around; the riders who remained 
on the line couldn't decide what to do; 
as confusion prevailed. Then the green 
light flashed signaling the start of the 
race. 

My point is, I considered it an unfair 
start and thought the heat should have 
been restarted to give all the riders an 
equal | chance. The Side Hack 
Association did not give a valid reason 
for not restarting the race, they 
preferred to ignore the whole matter. I 
realize the race cannot be rerun, but I 
do think the Side Hack Association 
should be cautioned against further 
actions of this nature. I don’t think the 
AMA would sanction an unfair race, 
right or wrong? I would appreciate a 
reply.

HOW TO MAKE A WORLD 
CHAMPION 

In talking with avid enthusiasts, 
reading your Letters to the Editor 
column, and in general motorcycle 
circles, there is a great amount of talk 
about having a future United States 
rider become Champion of the World in 
motocross. 

The AMXT has done an admirable 
job in soliciting funds the financial 
support of an American team who will 
be touring Europe this year representing 
our country. I have to agree with John 
Stein in your June Ist issue, that the 
riders being sent to Europe under 
AMXT auspices are hand picked riders, 
and that perhaps an elimination contest 
should be held to determine who really 
deserves the - public support . for 
representing all of us in Europe. Believe 
me, I am not taking anything from 
Barry Higgins, Bryan Kenney, and 
especially Bob Grossi. They are all 
tremendous competitiors and will 
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they the best possible team to send to 
Europe? Many people don't think so. 

I hope that in the future the AMA 
can organize an official American team, 
to be decided by results throughout the 
year, or based on qualification rounds. 
True, not all top professional motocross 
riders ride AMA events, but I feel with 
the way the AMA has handled 
motocross so far since being the FIM 
delegate, that they are doing a fine job. 
$30,000 guaranteed purse for the 
Summer Inter-AMA series is one 
indication of this. If the AMA can get 
on the ball next year regarding an 
official U.S. team, I feel it will still be 
easy to get donations from the public, 
but this time in the form of a $7.00 
AMA membership, which, besides 
helping select a real team, will qualify 
the donor to participate in sportsman 
events an enjoy other AMA benefits. 

That kind of covers this year's team 
to Europe andsome hope for next year's 
team. But what about the future, three 
to five years from now, when the now 
promising youngsters will be 
experienced and mature enough for 
such an opportunity? Well, I feel that 
they are at a great disadvantage with the 
way local promoters and clubs are 
running motocross today, especially in 
Southern California. 

First of all, almost all events are for 
three 20 minute motos. If the entires 
are excessive, these motos become 5 
laps instead of 20 minutes. The reason 
of course, is obvious, to try to let 
everybody race. But believe me, this will 
not provide an American World's 
champion. 

You must understand the Europeans 
approach to motocross. All of the top 
European stars are completely dedicated 
to their sport. They ride and work out 
daily. They eat the right foods, usually 
under a dietician's guidance, they run 
and swim daily, they ride for hours each 
day, and they are mentally prepared for 
the battle. 

We, as Americans, are not that 
dedicated to our hobbies, except of 
course for a few professionals like Jack 
Nicklaus, Jim Ryan or the like. We have 
many young men who do take 
motocross seriously and undergo 
rigorous training and conditioning. But 
the sad part is they only race, under 
actual race conditions, for 
approximately one hour a week. 

I hope soon, and the sooner the 
better, all of the clubs realize this and 
start running longer motos. Perhaps 
three 30-minute motos, or even 2 40 
minute motos. The actually racing time 
is about the same, however, the total 
days card doesn’t take as long as some 
promoters. think, because you have 
fewer motos to run, hence, less time 
getting the races off, clearing the track, 
etc. During the last Inter-Am this was 
very obvious that this is what the top 
American riders needed. Race after race, 
I witnessed American riders running in 
the top 7 or 8 spots against the 
Europeans, only to tire after 20 
minutes. 20 minutes is just when the 
Europeans are getting their second wind 
and going strong. The 250cc Grand Prix 
of Poland just a couple of weeks ago 
had two 50-minute motos. Can you 
imagine any American rider going 50 
minutes under that physical and mental 
strain? 

We will be rooting for the AMXT 
team when they go to Europe this fall, 
and continued success to Bryan Kenney 
in National local events. But my heart is 
with a young man named Brad Lackey, 
who is the only American rider 
competing for the W orld's 
Championship in motocross, and with 
no fanfare. Brad has a full CZ factory 
contract including a van, a work's bike, 
a practice bike, a mechanic, full spare 
parts, a nice apartment and a good 
income. Brad so impressed the CZ 
factory people when they were in the 
U.S. that they almost signed him to a 
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DIRT-BIKE REGISTRATION 

In our last column, we reported on 
AB 2985 (Z’berg) by printing the Bill in 
its entirety. I hope that article erased 
any doubts you might have had about 
the type of legislation which a great 
many persons would like to see ‘shoved 
down our collective throats’. 

There have already been many letters 
written by motorcyclists who are 
incensed over AB 2985. But that’s not 
enough. We need a letter from every 
dirt-rider in the state, just to let them 
know that we are a force which should 
not be trifled with. 

During the hearings on Wednesday, 
we were able to exert enough pressure 
to have all actions on AB 2985 shelved 
for three weeks. AB 2985 has already 
been amended but it is still totally 
unsuitable and we are working with the 
author trying to convince him of the 
need for further amendments. 

In the meantime, we have presented 
‘our’ Bill (AB 2342) and it has been 
generally well-received. Of course, it has 
been shelved for three weeks also and 
we are in the process of making various 
amendments, such as: 

1. An amendment to state that 
"off-road motorcycles (except those 
used in sanctioned competition) must 
be equipped with a muffling system 
which does not create excessive or 
unusual noise. This is in contrast to AB 
2985 which stipulates unattainable 
decibel ratings. 

2. As you will recall, AB 2342 
provided for registration and 
identification of off-road vehicles at a 
fee of $10 every two years, with up to 
$5 going to the DMV for administration 
and the balance to be used to build 
motorcycle and mini-bike parks. Most 
of our members have written to state 
that they are willing to pay more but I 
have held the fee to $10 until now. 
Most of us have been paying personal 
property taxes on our non-registered 
motorcycles but some have not claimed 
them. It occurred to us that in the 
future, counties could obtain listings 
from the DMV of the formerly 
non-registered motorcycles and send the 
owners a tax bill on the personal 
property. The. amount would vary by 
value and age and by county, but it 
could be from $5 to $25 annually. With 
this in mind, we are amending AB 2342 
to increase the fee to $15 every two 
years. An amount up to $5 will go to 
the DMV for administration; an amount 
of $4 (or $2 annually) will go to the 
county in which you reside in the form 
of an in lieu tax; and the balance of $6 
(pus will go to the park-building fund. 
The $2 per year in lieu tax will prevent 
the county from taxing your 
motorcycle as personal property and 
should save you a great deal of money. 
If you're one of the "cheaters" who 
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hasn't been paying your taxes, you're 
out $2 per year (but now legal). 
NOISE 

As reported in this column earlier, we 
are faced with 18 separate Bills aimed at 
motorcycle noise. Hearings were held on 
most of these Bills two weeks ago. As of 
this time, it appears that legislation will 
be passed to make the manufacturers 
reduce the noise-emission levels for new 
on-road bikes to about two decibels 
lower than present, starting with 1974. 
Also, new off-road bikes manufactured 
after 1974 will probably be reduced to 
88 or 86 dbA. 

We are proposing that existing 
legislation which prescribes 
noise-emission levels for operation be 
revised so that a motorcycle may be 
operated at the level which was in effect 
at the time of manufacture. Current 
laws, on the books, require operation of 
motorcycles at levels which are lower 
than the levels in effect at time of 





manufacture. 

Also, as mentioned earlier in this 
article, we are proposing no decibel 
ratings for operation of off-road 
motorcycles. Instead, we are 
recommending legislation which 
prohibits ‘unusual and/or excessive 
noise’. 

IT'S UP TO US 


During this next year, we are going to 
have to prove that we can comply with 
a law which merely prohibits unusual or 
excessive noise. If we don't, we will be 
stuck with prescribed decibel ratings 
and sound tests which will kill the sport 
of motorcycling. So, if some of you are 
already thinking that you came beat 
such a law because “who is to say what 
is ‘unusual or excessive’?”, cool it!

Junior Pros Not Wanted

In an attempt to cater to the Junior riders — the bulk of the competition riders 
who pay the entry fees at their events — some clubs and organizations have been 
staging “All-Junior Days” to, as they put, “pay them back for all they've done for 


us. 


"This is appreciated by the Juniors, as it should be. It has created more publicity 


for the otherwise unpublicized Juniors and has given them a show of their own of 
which they are the stars. It's the current trend because it pays off in rider attendance, 
„which in turn draws in family members as spectators. 

We take no opposition to this trend; in fact, we applaud its continuation because 
it gives the young riders more and better competition which results in more and 


better Expert competitors. 


However, in an attempt to draw more and more Juniors to their events, some 
organizations — clubs included — have offered **cash purses" to top-placing finishers. 
This seems very tempting to an unsuspecting 14-year-old who eyes $25 or $50 as a 


gold mine.: 


But what this does is actually shame the sport; it makes professionals out of young 
people who aren't aware of the consequences of their actions. And what are those 


consequences? 


The biggest and most overpowering is that once he has competed for cash — not 
contingency or trophies — but cold, hard cash, whether he's collected any or not, a 
rider is automatically classified as a professional. Like a convicted criminal, he's 
marked for life. It means when he attempts to compete for his school in 
interscholastic sports, he can be barred from the team because “he’s a professional." 
Amateur sports could be close to him forever if it were found out that when he was 
an early teenager he competed for “cash.” Jim Thorpe suffered this fate. 

It also means that his outlook on the sport has been changed. He will no longer be 
racing for the thrill of racing — he’ll be racing for money and we’ve all seen how a 


person can change when money is involved. 


Our point is obvious. Promoters, organizations and clubs who attempt to draw 
amateur riders by offering “cash” as an inducement, should be avoided, boycotted 
and rejected as harshly and rapidly as possible. What may seem like a good thing at 

'*the-time may have repercussions of which an un-suspecting Junior never dreamed.

BAY MARE, SOMIS, CAL., June 6, 
1971 — One often wonders where in the 
hell so many fast riders come from!

Starting with the 125 Novices, Div. 1 
was Hueneme Cycle’s Larry Burgess and 
David Kolbe going 60 minutes of racing 
with a possible 10 yards of dalight 
between them for the three-moto day.

The 250 Novices was all Bob Fortier, 
with Simi’s Steve Rawson aiming his 
new “Naguchi-Yamaha’”’ for two 
seconds and a flying first. Rawson 
allowed this writer a test-fly on his bike 
and the only comment describing the 
newcomber’s potential is that on the 
straight-aways, an oxygen mask pops 
down from your helmet. 

Slipping into the 250 Am/Ex. class, 
one found Doug Grant piloting his AJS 
to another overall win with the likes of 
Steve Scott and the unreal Bob Grossi 
always within a snake’s-tongue reach of 
him. 

One spectacular highlight was when 
Scott, coming down the steep Expert 
hill, over-shot a corner drop-off and 
nearly unloaded; a quick recomposure 
allowed the lead for an additional lap 
and then Doug Grant, thinking of the 
old axiom about the “shortest distance 
between two points was a straight line", 
purposely took the “Scott mistake line” 
and catapulted off the mountainside 
and dropped into first place. From then 
on, all Expert riders picked up the 
aerobatics and gave the crowd a 
remarkable display of sky-cycling. 

One must mention a 500 Novicer, 
Andy  Cadotte mounting his new 
Suzuki-Cyclone; after taking two 


exciting fourth places, Andy said he 
would win or crash. At the drop of the

Course 
will be on the winding hilltops of Bay 
Mare’s canyons which offer a handful to 
any calibre rider. 125cc-250cc Novices 
and 125 Experts will go on Saturday 
and 500 Novice, 250 and 500 Experts 
on Sunday.

Ago at Ontario? 


WORTHINGTON, OHIO, June 2, 1971 
— “There has been nothing officially 
sent through our office,” stated AMA 
official Bill Boyce today in regards to a 
rumor being circulated that the great 
Italian Road Racer Giacomo Agostini 
may ride the 200-Mile AMA National at 
Onatrio, Calif., Oct. 16-17. 

"It's not impossible, however" he 
quickly added. "Since this is our first 
year in affiliation with the FIM, we are 
still trying to work out a way to get 


International sanctioning for our 
National events. 
“England has passed a 750cc 


limitation rule to comply with our 
standards and we have passed a 
Speedway-scratch race rule to comply 
with theirs so that we can get more 
International events. But, until the FIM 
changes its 500cc limitation to 750cc, 
we cannot get the Internation sanction 
— and the only way Agostini can ride at 
Ontario is through an FIM sanction.” 

Boyce also added that the Italian MV 
rider could also qualify for an AMA 
license if he “sets up permanent 
residence in America, but with his 
European commitments and the like, 
this seems doubtful.”

Bevans Shows Strong Potential

VALENCIA, CAL., June 6, 1971 — 
Amidst a crowd of 500 riders and 4500 
spectators who had assembled for the 
onslaught of 10 full hours of racing at 
Indian Dunes Park, 14-year-old 
Lancaster fireball Gary Bevans placed a 
comet of a Yamaha right smack down 
track center and ignited the proceedings 
into an inferno. 

During the earlier hours, young 
Bevans, displaying all the brashness of a 
rookie on the Indy pole, kicked sand 
into the faces of the top bunch of 125

Into the second moto, it was brash 
Bevans again at the front end, but in the 
wild scramble along the back chute it 
was Dave Rodgers with Gary and Eddie 
Cole pressuring. Farther back, Rice was 
on the move. 

Through the pit area, Rice put his 
Puch on the rear wheel and moved up 
on Rodgers. Around the high turns they 
stayed nailed together, and, sailing into 
lap five, the two R's enjoyed such a lead 


that the remainder of the brigade was 
being inducted for the third moto. 

The final round, and guess what? 
Gary Bevans once again took the lead, 
followed by Rodgers and Rice. Rodgers 
is a tough customer to put a collar on 
and when the machinery came flying 
over the sand whoop-de-doos, Dave held 
the front spot. Suddenly the leader's 
Bul snapped a third link and in spite of 
much work to repair it, he was out of 
the action. 

It was still Bevans, Rice, and Bob 
Haag on a new Sprite anchoring down 
the closing positions and that's the way 
it remained ‘til the checkered.

GARDENA, CAL., June 4, 1971 — One 
reason many people think that Ascot 
continues to produce top young talent 
is that from time to time they get a 
chance to run with the established and 
proven Experts that have been around 
for years. The idea has merit with one 
problem. On these few occasions the 
newer rider, Novice or Junior, has a 
habit of not believing what he has read 
in the past about some of his part time 
competition. 

Another reason, shown tonight 
during the monthly double-header, was 
that many of the top Experts and 
Juniors had made a quick trip East to 
Lousiville, Kentucky, for the National 
and will be returning to Ascot action 
this coming Friday night on the half 
mile.

Mike Kenyon brought out Tom 
Butler’s Bandido while Tom is touring 
the circuit with Mike’s brother Allen 
and young Mike wasn’t quite with it this 
day. 

In the 250 Jr. Main he tangled with 
another rider at the start and took a bad 
spill but gamely got up for another try. 

His efforts in the 350 Jr. were about 
the same as he got a late start. After 
three laps he regained his composure 
and really started to fly. While trying to 
pass Rich Weaver on the outside of the 
fast first turn, he apparently hit his 
footpeg and wound up in a real tank 
slapper that put the handlebars deep in 
his solar plexis and out of the racing for 
the day. A real game effort, though.’

GREEN VALLEY. TEX., May 30, 1971 
— Pulling an ever increasing lead over 
the remainder of the Open class bikes in 
the feature race of the day was West 
Texas J.C. Klusmeyer on a 750cc 
Norton.

Mike would have caught the 
Brownwood rider had the race lasted a 
few more laps, but, unfortunately for 
Mike, it did not. Both were on 
Yamahas, but third place Jim Cox was 
on one of the many 
beautifully-prepared Ducatis that are 
now beginning to grace the road courses 
of Texas.

you got the impression that the 
Knightmare would be a technically 
difficult and possibly dangerous race. 
But in fact it-turned out to be a very 
demanding, physically punishing type of 
course with no real technical difficulty.

Smith Endures Troy 50 Lapper

SOUTH GATE, CALIF., June 3, 1971 
— Chris Smith talks a good race. He 
rides one even better. The popular, 
under-rated rider from Ontario, aboard 
his Montesa from Don's Cycles, won 
more than just the 50-lap TT 250cc 
Main Event and $100. He has won a 
page in the history book of Trojan 
Speedway. 

There are riders who do it with speed 
and there are those who do it with 
cunning, but Smith wins with his head 
and stubborn determination. Trailing 
early leader Danny Corbett (Bul), Smith 
lost control of his machine on lap 18 
and hit the wall coming out of turn one, 
Chris still managed to save his runner-up 
position with a spectacular save. 

Smith said the race went ‘almost 
exactly” the way he thought it would 
go as Corbett out-jumped Smith at the 
start to lead the first lap over Smith, 
Steve Scott (Bul), Dale Hopkins (Bul), 
and Mike Clarke (Bul).

MANNING CANYON, UTAH, May 23, 
1971 — Utah’s youngest competition 
club, the Desert Striders of Tooele, did 
themselves proud Sunday.

| VESCO, CARRUTHERS

Don Vesco pulled into his shop 45 
minutes late for our appointment. He 
and his wife, Norma, shared a 
newspaper article with everyone in his 
little office about Pat Evans, one of 
Don’s racers who was recently injured in 
a freak accident. I stepped up and 
introduced myself and he merely agreed 
— yes, I definitely was from Cycle 
News. 

We looked at each other for a minute; 
every one of the 1000-odd questions I 
had mentally prepared faded into 
obscurity. Eventually, I came up with a 
good one: “‘Where’s Kel?” 

“In the shop. I think.” 

In the shop, Kel Carruthers hovered 
over a tableful of transmission parts, 
juggling them and checking off a list. 
After exchanging polite amenities, the 
three of us engaged in a conversation 
the depth of which would have Joe 
Pyne looking like William F. Buckley. 

“Did you have any trouble at 
Atlanta?” 

“No. Not really.” 

“How much modification do you 
perform on a racer after it comes out of 
a box?” 

“We modify every part.” 

“Why do you choose to 
Yamahas?"

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“They’re cheap.” 

And so on. 

Don Vesco has transcended the role 
of super-tuner, and is now treading in 
areas of fine art. His enormously 
successful TD2 and TR2 roadracers have 
slowly, painfully, crept up the standings 
of major event after major event for the 
last three years until he pulled a coup at 
Road Atlanta in April. 

Don won the top two spots in the 
250 Amateur/Expert 50-miler. World 
Champion Kel Carruthers is | not 
out-horsed on Don’s 250’s and the only 
person to give him a hassle was Cal 
Rayborn, on another Vesco 
wonderbike. 

In the 125-miler, Kel was badly 
under-powered compared to all the 
factory-prepared multis sportinga a 
minimum of twice the displacement. Cal 
Rayborn had the sense to get back on 
his works Harley. But Don’s TR2 ran 
flawlessly. Once on the pipe, the 
Yamaha has a competitive 
power-to-weight ratio and a rider like 
Kel Carruthers easily takes up the other 
loose end. The race was a tribute to 
Vesco’s immaculate preparation. Kel 
would have placed much higher and 
possibly won Daytona few weeks earlier 
except a melted oil breather tube forced 
Carruthers to cool it early in the race 
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Draco’s Motorcycles

when he was running fourth right 
behind Dick Mann. He finished 10th. 
(Kel and Cal also had won the 250 
classic at Daytona the day before, by 
the way.) 


Alone, I went to lunch for a 
head-scratching session. Something just 
wasn't clicking; I had spent two hours 
wasting Carruther's and Vesco's time; I 
had taken four units of one of the most 
precious ingredients that goes into 
Don's machines. I wasn't ready for the 
blunt, but gentle, replies I was receiving 
to my myriad of blunt, dumb questions. 
To Vesco, I didn't seem to be much 
more interested in him than people that 
bother him every other day of the week. 

After my encounter session with a 
salad, I found Kel, still juggling the same 
parts. Carruthers had won the World 
Champion roadracing (he pronounces it 
“rewd ricing") title for Benelli in 1969. 
He had the usual disagreements with the 
factory and left. His pal, Rod Gould, 
got him a Yamaha 250 and used 350 to 
race, and he eventually met Vesco. A 
few more months of bad experiences 
with the European factories and Kel was 
ready to come work with Don 
permanently. 

While Kel related this lengthy and 
enjoyable monologue, taking full 
advantage of his thick Australian accent 
and English idioms, Don Quietly padded 
in and perched himself on one of the 
four roadracers huddled into a corner — 
the one marked “‘Rayborn”’. We talked 
about his land speed record. 

“Yamaha called me and asked me to 
go for the record. I didn’t really want to 
do it. After speed week, they decided I 
couldn’t do it after all. That’s when I 
did it." 

The streamliner was built in a couple 
of months from an old aircraft drop 
tank. It is entirely too heavy; in general, 
the "liner, save the engines, is obsolete. 
It now sits under the shop, sharing a 
four-car garage with a variety of the 
dusty, maimed bikes that dealers always 
seem to gather. 

The ‘liner is a mess. “It was going to 
be in a show in Idaho. They took it 
away in a big semi with four or five 
bikes from California. I didn’t see it for 
six weeks. While they were bringing it 
back the trailer must have come loose — 
I really don’t know what happened, and 
whoever does is not talking. Now the 
bike looks worse than when I crashed it. 
The tail is destroyed, so is the underpan 
and motor mounts. They managed to 
bend a short half-inch aluminum plate. 
And the engines are full of water. It'll 
cost about $800 to get it back into 
shape." 


At Bonneville, Don went through the 
traps at 260 mph; a tire had blown and 
he was sliding. “How did that feel?”, I 
wondered out loud. 

Vesco got a blank look and muttered, 
“Not too good. I’m glad the parachute 
went off." It was evident he wished to 
discuss it no further. ` 

He went home after that and 
Yamaha, in a manuever of bureaucratic 
naivtee, withdrew their support. Vesco 
went back a month later with backing, 


mostly moral, from Champion spark 


plugs. With runs between the Blue 
Flames he achieved his LSR of 251 mph 
plus. Two 350 cubic-centimeter TR2 
road racing engines did the trick and the 
only thing radical about the whole 
machine was the gearing. The engines 
could still run quite well after the run. 
In a month, Harley-Davidson would 
smash the record with twice the 
displacement, a stroke almost as long as 
the wheelbase, Lord-knows-how-much 
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nitro methane, and a lunched piston 
through the traps. Don didn't go as fast, 
but he paid his own way and had a lot 
more left over when he was done. 

"[ had to pay for an AMA sanction 
($50), referee Bruce Flanders, gas, food, 
all that stuff." It costs $800 just to get 
there and back, without even making a 
run. It cost more like $35 during speed 
week.” 

I asked him if he was proud of his 
achievement. 

"I'm glad I did it. I wish I had gone 
faster. I had it geared for 268.” 

"What do you think you're. good 
for?" 

"I'll probably go 300 this year.” 

“What do you feel when you're going 
260 miles per hour?” 

"I don't know. I have to watch the 
tach, the noise of the 'liner, I keep 
pretty busy in there.” 

“Don’t you ever sit back and enjoy 
the ride, even for a split-second? Don’t 
you pause for a moment and watch the 
salt flash by and think, ‘Wow, this is 
neat?" 

“It’s not fun going that fast. Too 
many things can happen.” 

“Are you going back?” 

"I want to get back Harley's record. I 
might drive this time, Dave Smith might 
drive...he wants to. 

“...Cal Rayborn...I tried to spook him 
before he went to Bonneville to break 
my record. I showed him a bunch of 
crash films and told him stories. Cal and 
I have been racing together for 15 years, 
so it didn't work. 

“I wanted to use an aerodynamic 


vetet я 







body for last year’s run but didn’t have 
the time. Next time itll be 
different...the body will be 
perfect...wind tunnels, everything will 
be used.”

Read Cook Neilson’s superb account of 
Daytona in the June “Cycle”: “...they 
were the best prepared motorcycles in 
the whole shooting match...You should 
have seen the bikes — each one was 
absolutely flawless, Kroeber-ignitioned, 
safety-wired, backup-systemed, 
polished, painted, honed, sharpened and 
shaped, mystery-laden and error-free, 


each an ultimate of experienced, 
thoughtful preparation and shrill, 
shrieking speed”. 


Jim Manning, head of the American 
Federation of Motorcyclists and 
long-time acquaintance of Vesco, 
mentioned the old Chinese saying, “a 
sculpture should roll,” i.e., it should 
have. no protrusions to interrupt 
inherent flowing lines. 

“And that’s just the way Don’s bikes 
are”, says enthusiast Manning. “My 
God, when his bikes come through tech 
inspection, it’s a pleasure to inspect 
them. A blind person could sense the 
beauty of his bikes; they feel right.” 

Precious few truly understand what a 
motorcycle is; off the assembly line it is 
a superior form of transportation in 
terms of simplicity, efficiency, and 
aesthetics. Fundamentals come first, a 
good bike is free of nearly all frills and 
doo-dads that detract from 
performance. When in the hands of Don 
Vesco, with more than a little help from 
Kel Carruthers, a machine reaches 
untold regions of development, past the 
stage of science into the realm of fine 
art. 

Don’s amazing memory for minute 
detail of the most obscure data 
surrounding his stable of machines and

250cc KAWASAKI F-4 CLUTCH ADJUSTMENT 

While many riders realize that they have a method of adjusting the 
slack out of the clutch cable at the handlebar, not to many are familiar 
with the procedure of primary adjustment at the clutch. The adjustments 
on the levers are mostly for a little adjustment while you are riding, but 
to properly adjust a clutch, you first start at the clutch adjustment. As 
the last Workshop was on the carb and oil pump of the F-4, you may 
have noticed that the adjuster is located in the same area beneath the 


right-hand cover. 


Before attempting this adjustment, you first must run the adjustment 
at the lever all the way in, giving you as much slack as possible, then go 
to the adjuster on top of the case and do the same thing. By this time, 
you should have a real sloppy loose clutch handle. It is best to do this 
with the machine on the side stand so that there will be less chance of oil 
spilling all over ше floor when the cover is removed. 





1.) As shown last week, if the brake 
adjustment is backed off and the foetpeg bolt 
loosened so the peg will swing down, the peg 
can be used to hold the brake lever out of the 
way while you are performing the cover 
removal and replacement. 


2.) Also as when working on the carb or oil 








pump, the right-hand cover is taken away by 
removing the five Phillips screws (arrows) as 
shown. If these are in so tight as to damage 
them when removing them, an ‘impact driver’ 
should be used. If you have never used one of 
these, they are worth their weight in gold; ask 
your dealer to show you how they work.

3.) With the cover removed, this is what will 
confront you in the clutch area. In the center 
of this mounting triangle is the adjusting 
screw with a lock nut. As this adjuster is 


threaded in, it takes up slack in the clutch 


actuating mechanism and moves the arm 
securing the cable downward. Back off the 
lock nut two or three turns with a 10mm 
wrench. 





4.) Now hold the nut in position and with a 
screw driver, run the adjuster screw down 
until you feel it take up all the slack. This can 
be felt as a resistance to turning it easily. 
When it has bottomed, turn it ONE MORE 
FULL TURN to make sure you have taken up 
all the cable slack, then BACK IF OFF TWO 
FULL TURNS, still holding the lock nut 
stationary. Now run it down with just a light 
feel on the screw driver, when the resistance is 
felt this time, STOP, now BACK IT OFF 1/8 
turn so the adjuster is not pressing against the 
clutch (if it has pressure, it may cause the 
clutch to slip). Now, holding the adjuster in 
position with the screw driver, tighten down 
the lock nut. Next, take out the cable slack (if 
any) that is left with the adjuster at the top of 
the case. You must leave a little so that you 
have the correct free-play at the lever. Button 
the cover back up and you should have all of 
the handlebar adjustment to go again before 
you have to go into the case again.

OFF ROAD GROUP: 
MEETS IN SAN DIEGO

Three new prospective off-road riding 
areas which are under study by the San 
Diego County Supervisors along with 
the type of area proposed and the 
estimated cost of readying each area 
were disclosed at a recent Off Road 
Vehicle Institute (ORVI) meeting in San 
Diego, Calif. They are: Cactus Park, 50 
acres near Lakeside which will cost 
$44,500 to ready for off road 
recreation; Sycamore recreation area, 
also near Lakeside, which is estimated 
will cost $32,000 to prepare; and 
Ocotillo Wells in Borrego desert, which 
will have a proposed space for 400 


campers, and will cost $57,500 to 
prepare the facilities for off road 
recreation. 


Two privately operated locations 
were announced that are now accepting 
motorcyclists at reasonable fees one has 
an extensive race course. They are: Four 
Corners, in the Ramona area and the 
area East of highway 395 in Miramar. 

The San Diego Motorcycle dealers 
have presented ORVI with 4 
motorcycles which are to be given away 
at Southbay Speedway during 
motorcycle races on July 2nd and Sept. 
12th. You may join ORVI for the 
regular $2 annual fee and receive a 
chance on a motorcycle free or you may 
make a donation to ORVI and receive a 
ticket. All proceeds will be used to meet 
the expenses of the organization. The 
four bikes are Yamaha, Honda, 
Kawasaki and Suzuki. 

In order to impress upon the ORVI 
members their importance as a lobby 
group as motorcyclists, a brief review of 
the compendium, “НЕ 
MOTORCYCLE INDUSTRY IN 
CALIFORNIA” was presented. Some of 
the most impressive economic figures 
were; in 1970 the sales of motorcycles, 
parts, accessories and service amounted 
to $131,000,000.00. The total amount 
contributed to the economy of the state 
amounted to $533,310,000.00 in 1970. 
Total registration fees for new 
motorcycles in 1970 was 
$12,354,080.00. Other disclosures were 
equally as impressive and it is obvious 
that with that kind of an impression on 
the State’s economy, letters and 
telegrams from motorcyclists, voicing 
their unified opinion on adverse 
legislation will be heeded. 

It was also voiced 
addressing letters to government 
representatives that a simple hand 
written note will be heeded more than a 
professionally composed, 
mimeographed form letter and it was 
urged that all ORVI members take this 
into consideration when writing their 
representatives; local, State or National. 

The next meeting of ORVI will be 
held at the Valley Room of the Mission 
Valley Inn at 7:30 p.m. on Thurs., June 
17. All owners and riders of off road 
vehicles are urged to attend and give 
their support to a group that means to 
get things done by doing something 
about them rather than just talking.
